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BUZZELL SAYS

A newspaper release which was 
printed in several Boston news- 
Papers, Monday and Tuesday, quo-

‘The authority of the State Dept.

continue all passenger service was 
questioned Monday as hearings on 
the B&M petition to drop such ser- 
vice were abruptly terminated dur- 
ing a five minute session, 

Atty. John Nee, counsel for the 
B&M, waived tinal arguments to 
Test his case on the evidence pre- 
sented and the DPU Commission 
was then handed a memorandum 
from Atty. Philip B, Buzzell, coun- 
sel for the Town of Wilmington, 

Buzzell stated legal precedent 
clearly established ‘that abandon- 
ment of the ratlroad’s principal 
functions, name;y the carriage of

APPEAL BOARD DECISION CLEARS 
WAY FOR INDUSTRIAL CATERER 


A decision of the Board of Ap- 
peals, handed down Tuesday, has 
cleared the way for Albert G Fio- 
renze of Stoneham to erect a

The Planning Board, Tuesday 
night, heard a proposal to construct 
apartment buildings, of the so- 
called Garden Apartment type, off 
Woburn St, to a value of $840,000, 

Harold E, Smith, owner of land 
near Lowell Street on Woburn St, 
and a Mr Chalifour of Andover 
made the proposals, They were 
accompanied by Atty Alan Altman 

Mr Chalifour is connected with 
an enterprise which is construct- 
ing buildings of this type in Peabody 
and he had an oll painting of one, 
which he had just completed, The 
apartements, he said, rented for 
$135 to $145 a month. They were 
all one or two bedroom apartments 

Attorney Altman, speaking for 
the two men, said that it has been 
demonstrated that there is an es- 
tablished need for such a type of 
building in Wilmington, He cited 
the 3000 employees of Avco as an 
instance, many of them, he said, 
were living in apartments in Wo- 
burn or Stoneham, 

The type of building proposed, 
would be of one or two bedroom 
apartments he sald, such that large 
families would not be encouraged, 
and there would be no appreciable 
broadening of school building needs 

The $840,000 value of the build- 
ings, he pointed out, would be of 
considerable value in adding tothe 
town’s tax base,

Nearly all, but not all, A few pieces of land near 
the Woburn line, on both sides of Main Street, 
in an area composed of many small lots, some of 
which is of doubtful ownership, has not been the sub- 
ject of attentions from the assessors, 

It is impossible to say how much of an increase 
any one individual will get, but three examples can 
be given, 

The publisher of this paper owns 7700 square 
feet of land zoned for General Business in North 
Wilmington, Two years ago the land was valued by 

assessors at $800, In 1964 itis valued at $5050, 

Uncle Avco owns about 73 acres of land along 
Lowell Street, zoned, of course, for industrial pur- 
Poses. A year ago this land was assessed (without 
buildings) at $210,500, This year the assessment is 
$615,650, 

Bob Evans, who among other things is one of 
the biggest landowners in Wilmington, has three 
large tracts of industrially zoned property in North 
Wilmington, much of which is, one may argue, still 
farm land, 

In a 64 acre tract, last year the land valuation 
was $5600 and this year it is $41,150, 

In a 61 acre tract, last year the land valuation 
was $5200 and this year it is $160,250, 

And in the third piece, in which a year ago the 
land was valued at $14,000, the valuation has now 
jumped to $100,600, 

The increases have been, as stated, only in 
industrially and business zoned properties, And the 
principal assessor states that the assessors have 
been trying to equate residential and industrial 
land values, further pointing out that there has 
been no change since 1955, 

But there will be a lot of wailing and gnashing 
of teeth when the tax bills are mailed,
